“fPXHERE isn’t anything to tell,

“The electricity went off,” said 
Lieut. Hinckley, “so no alarm could 
be sounded. But we didn’t need one. 
We pulled slacks on over our pajamas, 
picked up canteens and a few person- 
al things and our topcoats and went 
to our boat station...” 

“We'd all practiced ‘abandon ship’ 
every day so it didn’t take us long to 
get up on deck,” said Lieut. Mc- 
Namara. 

Lieut. Hinckley’s voice tightened 
and her long slender fingers curved 
around the chromium arm of the sofa. 
“There was a real moment of terror 
when we were first hit. You feel as if 
you'd never be able to move again. 
But by the time we got to our boat 
stations we were fairly calm. There 
wasn’t any panic...” 

“Everything proceeded in an or- 
derly way,” Lieut. McNamara recited, 
“and we must have been aboard the 
lifeboats by about three o’clock. Some 
lifeboats had been smashed when the 
torpedo hit; those that were left were 
jammed. We were packed in so tight 
we couldn’t move and we were all 
seasick...” 

“Some of the nurses tried to give 
emergency treatment to some wound- 








ed Scots,” said Hinckley. “It didn’t 
work very well, though, what with 
the high seas, the crowding, and the 
awful waves of sickness...”

“Margaret Bourke-White was in 
our boat,” said Mac. “You know, the 
Life photographer? She kept wailing 
because it was still too dark to take 
pictures. ‘Why doesn’t the sun come 
up?’ she kept asking, throwing the 
question out to the sky and the sea 
sort of because nobody else seemed to 
be interested. ‘Do you think they'll 
come back in daylight ?’ she’d ask, un- 
til we were almost crazy.” 

Later on,” said Hinckley, “they 
tried to transfer a few of us into less 
crowded boats. It was a tough job on 
the rough sea and some of us went 
overboard. I floundered around in 
the icy water for what seemed like 
eternity. Finally I got hold of a lad- 
der hanging down the side of the 
sinking vessel. I clung to it for about 
30 minutes and then one of the life- 
boats picked me up.” 


“Tt was a beautiful moonlit night,” 
Mac said. “Remember ?” 

“And those two boys paddled along 
on a raft singing ‘Moonlight Bay’ .. .” 

“And the British and Scottish sol- 
diers were singing lustily, and they 
kept up everybody’s spirits.” 

“A British destroyer found us 
about eleven-thirty that same morn- 
ing,” Lieut. Hinckley continued, “and 
took us aboard. We were given dry 
clothing and warm drinks and were 
fed and well taken care of all day.” 

“They gave us men’s clothing to 
wear,” said Lieut. McNamara, “be- 
cause that was all they had aboard. 
The following day we put in to the 
nearest port and went on by train to 
our original destination. We lost ev- 
erything—all our personal things and 
all our unit equipment.” 

Lieut. Humphrey leaned forward 
eagerly and stamped out a cigarette. 
“T didn’t go into Africa with these 
girls,” she explained. “They were 
with other general hospital units. I 
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was with the 12th. We got into port 
without any accidents, but we were 
ahead of the other landing and our 
group went into the Oran area where-

“When we finally reached our des- 
tination,” said Lieut. Hinckley, “we 
had plenty of personnel but no equip- 
ment. We took over a building that 
had been a private French hospital 
and went to work cleaning it up while 
we waited for supplies to reach us. By 
this time the nurses wearing 
men’s coveralls and shoes many sizes

too big. I guess we looked like frights, 
but we had to have heavy-duty work 
clothes. You’ve never seen such dirt 
as we got into.” 

“The building we had to use as 
surgery,” said Humphrey, “had only 
one toilet and we had to install extra 
sinks and plan ways of insuring pri- 
vacy during and after operations. We 
made up our own drape sheets and 
sponges and improvised blackout cur- 
tains for surgery and wards.

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Your New Income Tax 


INEVITABLE AS DEATH; 
INCALCULABLE AS DALI. 





ITH almost equal relief, the 
public watched Ruml trail Rom- 
mel from the front page. Tax-talk 
weary, the “man-in-the-barrel” was 
ready to put up if the overlong debate 
could be shut up. But now that there 
has been a respite from bickering and 
the Current Tax Payment Act of 
1943 has become Public Law No. 68, 
(and Public Headache No. 1!) nurses 
—like other professional women— 
want to know how the new withhold- 
ing tax will apply to them. 
R.N.—mindful of the wistful read- 
ers who missed the usual winter ar- 
ticle on income tax—stirred up a few 
Washington tax experts who say the 
new Current Tax Payment Act of 
1943 affects nurses in the same man- 
ner as other residents of the United 
States. They do not guarantee that 
your state of confusion will be any 
greater or any less than that of other 
professionals. But they do guarantee 
that the strain on pocketbook and in- 
telligence will be heavier than ever. 
As tax-paying individuals R.N.’s 
fall into two general groups. First 
are those who work on a salary basis 
(in hospitals or other institutions) 
and since July first have been subject 
to salary withholding. The second 
group includes the nurses who are 
“on their own,” those who handle pri- 
vate cases. Those of you who are in 
this latter category are not subject to 
the withholding tax and must esti- 
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mate your income periodically and 
pay taxes thereon in an attempt to 
become as “current” as possible. 

The new act does not change tax 
rates, even though there is an abate- 
ment or forgiveness of a portion of 
each person’s tax liability in order t 
permit him to become current. In 
brief, the purpose of the Current Tax 
Payment Act is to relieve taxpayers 
of the burden of liability for past-due 
taxes which always has rested on 
them. In the past, the tax on one 
year’s income was payable the follow- 
ing year. Accordingly, death left 
tax debt upon the decedent’s estate, 
and any diminution of income left the 
taxpayer with a heavy burden of debt 
to liquidate 

To make the majority of taxpayers 


current, the withholding tax was in- 
stituted. This 20 per cent coHection 
is not a new tax; it is based upon a 
combination of the already-withheld 
Victory Tax, the normal tax, and the 
first surtax bracket. However, most 
persons had an income in 1942 upon 
which they are paying taxes this 
year. To pay both 1942 and 1943 
taxes in 1943 in order to become cur- 
rent would be an intolerable burden 
for most. Therefore, some _ other 
method of liquidating the 1942 tax 
debt had to be devised. What thi: 
method should be was the cause ot 

the long debates in Congress. 
There were factions which favored 
[R.N. 
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the forgiveness of all of 1942 taxes; 
thers who wished to forgive none of 
the 1942 levy, but to collect it over a 
seriod of years. Between these groups 
were others who proposed foregive- 
ness Of various amounts of the 1942 
tax in sundry ways. One of the latter 
plans was finally adopted.

Even on the amounts left after ex- 
emptions have been deducted, - an 
exact 20 per cent may not be extract- 
ed. To simplify accounting for the 
harassed employer who has inadvert- 
ently been placed in the tax collecting 
business, a stated amount may be de- 
ducted if the employee’s salary falls 
between certain figures, set forth in 
tables which are part of the law. This 
approximating does not give some 
employees an advantage over others. 
For instance, the amount withheld 
from a single person, no dependents, 
making at least $2 a week but less 
than $25 a week is $2.10. That does 
not mean that the person making $20 
is paying the same tax as the person 
making $24, for when the final tax 
returns are filed, suitable adjustments 
will be made. 

Nurses who: 


A. Have income from sources in 
addition to taxable paychecks ; 

B. Private duty nurses or other 
free lances to whom the withhold- 
ing does not apply; and 

C. Single nurses with incomes 
over $2,700 annually or heads of 
families with incomes over $3,500 


must file on September 15th next adec- 
laration of estimated 1943 income 
based on their probable total income 
for the year less the estimated deduc- 
tions. Prepare your estimated tax just 
as you would an actual tax statement. 
Credit yourself with the usual per- 
sonal exemptions of $500 for a single 
person, $1,200 for a married person 
or head of family, and $350 for each 
dependent. Next, figure your 1943 tax 
on the basis of this income. Deduct 
from this total tax any payments made 
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on March 15, 1943 and June 15, 1943 
on your 1942 income. If any or all of 
your inconie has been subject to the 5 
per cent Victory Tax for the first six 
months of 1943, and to the 20 per cent 
withholding tax for the last six months 
of 1943, deduct this 5 per cent and 20 
per cent also. If a balance of tax re- 
mains, 50 per cent is payable on Sep- 
tember 15 and 50 per cent on Decem 
ber 15. 

If no balance of tax remains, con- 
gratulate yourself on living sensibly, 
if not dangerously, and invite your 
less fortunate friends to dinner! 

For each subsequent year that your 
income falls into categories A, B, or 
C, the Declaration of Estimated Tax 
for that year must be filed on each 
March 15, together with payment of 
cne quarter of the estimated tax due.

MIDWIVES 


Midwifery, a term somewhat taint- 
ed by the quacks and charlatans who 
assumed it unlawfully, is again at- 
taining a dignified and professional 
ring. Britain has given it prestige for 
years and has recently demanded that 
midwives register at employment or 
hospital agencies or be liable to im- 
prisonment, a substantial fine, or both. 
Simultaneously, the rising birthrate in 
the United States (3,500,000 babies 
are expected in 43) occurring when 
medical and hospital facilities reach a 
new wartime low, creates the critical 
need for professional nurse midwives. 

The Woman's Home Companion 
for August carries an article on this 
subject by Marjorie Miller of especial 
interest to R.N.’s. She traces the his- 
tory of midwifery in this country from 
the days of the neighbor granny who 
assisted at local deliveries, through 
the efforts of Mary Breckinridge who, 
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after training in England, founded the 
Frontier Nursing Service with a hos- 
pital and obstetrical staff at Wen- 
dover, Ky., to the present day nurse- 
midwife who must be a graduate with 
both public health experience and six- 
months’ postgraduate obstetrical train- 
ing. 

And now, with twenty-two state 
health agencies authorized to provide 
maternity care for wives of men in 
the four lowest pay grades of the 
armed forces, there should certainly 
be no slack in the employment pros- 
pects of any qualified obstetrical nurse. 


NEUROPSYCHIATRY 

The first of a series of two-month 
courses designed to fit Army nurses 
began at Lawson General Hospital, 
Atlanta, Ga., early in July. Planned 
with the cooperation of the Army 
Nurse Corps, the classes operate in 
conjunction with the School of Mil- 
itary Neuropsychiatry for medical 
officers at Lawson. 

To be eligible for the course, nurses 
must have had a minimum of three 
months’ nursing experience in the 
fields of neurology or psychiatry. 

The courses are designed to make 
ready a group of nurses for assign- 
ment to the handling of battle-shocked 
cases returned from the combat areas. 


PUBLISHER S AWARDS

INDUCTION TRAINING 
Every member of the Army Nurse 
Corps who has not had orientation 
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training will undergo a new 176-hour 
course as soon as possible, the War 
Department has ordered. New ap- 
pointees to the corps likewise must 
undergo the rigid training, which in- 
cludes drill, instruction in chemical 
warfare, lectures on Army customs 
and procedures and similar subjects. 

The toughening courses for nurses 
are similar to those prescribed for 
enlisted men and reports from the 
field show that the young women are 
excelling the men at their own game 
in difficult obstacle courses and other 
tests of physical agility and strength. 

The present system of conducting 
orientation training at each hospital 
has not proven too successful. At the 
largest hospitals, an adequate train- 
ing course is possible, but at a medi- 
cal facility with few nurses, it is both 
difficult to release the new nurses 
from ward work to take the courses 


‘and difficult to provide an adequate 


instruction program. Moreover, such 
instruction—almost continuous as 


new nurses are constantly reporting 



















































for duty—is an added responsibility 
to the already heavily burdened su- 
pervisory personnel. 


As a solution, induction centers are 
being set up similar to those for en- 
listed men. On July Ist, the first such 
center went into operation at Camp 
McCoy, Wis., serving the 6th Service 
Command. A second is being opened 
at Ft. Devens, Mass., for the Ist 
Service Command. Other areas soon 
will have similar induction training 
centers as units moving overseas make 
room available. 

The centers will provide a place 
where the nurse can learn what she 
needs to know about the Army, re- 
ceive her uniforms and equipment, be 
administered her “shots,” and take 
indoctrination that she 
goes to her first hospital assignment 
fully trained and equipped for her 
military duties. 

It is planned that all new nurses 
recruited within a service command 
will be sent to the induction center of 
that command. The excess capacity of 
the center utilized for the 
training of nurses already in service 
in the area.

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Malaria — Scourge 


of War and Peace 


ALARIA is the world’s greatest 

public health problem. Victor 
Heiser says that all tropi- 
cal diseases, malaria is supreme; it is 
the most persistent, the most destruc- 
tive, the most widespread, and the 
most difficult of them all to control. 
The Battle of Bataan ended when qui- 
nine pills ran out. Malaria has 
changed the fate of many wars and it 
can be as terrible and as destructive 
as any enemy weapon. It is not as 
immediately dangerous as _ bubonic 
plague or typhus fever, but it is a 
chronic thing that saps the strength 
and makes people lose the power or 
will to resist. 

Malaria takes an annual toll of 10 
million lives and it is estimated that 
there are 800 million cases in the 
world today. In the United States 
there are between two and four mil- 
lion cases annually with over 4,500 
deaths. The name comes from

aria,’ meaning bad air, and it has 
been known since ancient times. Only 
recently have we found a means of 
rational control. 

Definition. Certain fevers caused by 
protozoa, genus Plasmodium, Man is 
the intermediary host. Parasites live 
in and upon the red blood corpuscles, 
multiply, and finally destroy them. 
They cause periodic rise of fever with 
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nmned to warmer regions and more in- 
tensely malarial districts. Sometimes 
called “tropical” it is the most severe 
type which is rare in Europe but com- 
| mon in Northern Africa, Asia Minor, 
and the largest part of the tropics. It 
occurs in subtropical areas in late 
summer or early autumn and has an 
irregular twenty-four to forty-eight 
hour cycle or sometimes unremitting, 
with intense infection in early stages 
but less likelihood of relapse. 

The Plasmodium ovale causes ovale 
tertian, a mild illness resembling the 
benign tertian and may be confused 
) with other types. It is a sudden, short, 
and mild infection with a 
forty-eight hour cycle. 

Life History. While vari- 
ous types of malaria dif- 
fer somewhat, their life 
history is the same. Para- 
sites undergo a cycle of 
development in the body 
of the Anopheles mosqui- 
to. This is a sexual cycle in the trans- 
mitting mosquito which acts as the 
definite host of the malarial plasmodia. 
Sporozoites are injected into the blood 
of many by the bite. Then the asexual 
or endogenous cycle takes place in 
man. This process of reproduction is 

called schizogony. 
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-arasites first appear as minute hy- 
aline disks or ring-like bodies called 
trophozoites. They gradually enlarge, 
develop pigment and when the nu- 
clear chromatin begins to divide are 
called schizonts.

Sensation of cold spreads through 
out the body and is so intense that the 
teeth chatter and the sufferer shakes 
from head to foot. Vomiting may be 
severe. Features are pinched, fingers 
shrivelled, skin blue, and 
skin” may appear.

degrees above normal and mounting. 
In very young children there may be 
convulsions at this stage. 

The hot stage gradually appears as 
the chills subside. At first there is 
warmth, then intense heat and the 
face is flushed. Pulse becomes rapid, 
full, and bounding. There is intense 
headache, there may be vomiting ; res- 
piration is rapid, skin dry and burn- 
ing, and the temperature may rise to 
as high as 106 degrees. After this 
stage persists for one or more hours 
a profuse perspiration breaks out and 
the fever rapidly falls. When the 
sweating has ceased the patient may 
feel a bit languid but is almost well 
and able to continue his regular work. 
At this point the tempera- 
ture may be subnormal 
and remain so until the 
next attack in one, two, 
or three days. Herpes of 
the lips is common and 
herpes zoster of the be vy 








may occur. The febrile phase varies 
from six to ten hours. 

During the cold stage the urine is 
abundant but during the hot and 
sweating periods it is scanty and 
sometimes contains albumin. Urea, 
chlorides, and sulfates are increased 
during the cold stage. 

Parasites may live in the blood 
stream of humans for months with lit- 
tle rise in temperature and the patient 
may finally go to the physician for 
edema of the legs, dy spepsia, or other 
complaints not connected with mala- 
ria. This is frequent in persons com- 
ing from the West Coast of Africa. 
The blood of those coming from ma- 
larious countries should always be 
examined. 

Malaria may take many clinical 
forms due to localizing of the para- 
sites in different organs. Symptoms 
give rise to descriptive terms such as 
cerebral, pulmonary, gastrointestinal, 
algid, etc. 

Complications. Many diseases may 
occur after or during ma- 
laria, but pneumonia is 
most common. In 1918 
during the influenza epi- 
demic this was found to be 
true. Relapses may occur

Within a very few minutes a sick 
employee in an essential war industry 
is driven home by Louise Davidson, 
head nurse of Lockheed-Vega Aircraft 
Corporation of Burbank, Calif. And 
immediately, the machinery starts 
functioning to get him back to work 
in short order. No one knows better 
than the nurse that lost time is lost 
production. 

One of the pioneers in Southern 
California’s industria! nursing pro- 
gram, Miss Davidson has always been 
keenly interested in public health nurs- 
ing. She took special courses at the 
University of California and spent 
fourteen years in teaching, health 
counseling, and supervisory nursing. 
Her first contact with Lockheed was 
in 1937 when she was called in for a 
four months’ period to work with Rob 
ert Storment in the administration and 
statistical evaluation of tests and meas- 
urements pertaining to guidance and 
placement of new employees. 

“Then in 1939, they decided to have 
a nurse and remembered me. At first 
I didn’t know what I was to do, and 
neither did they.”

California, have two to five years of 
general nursing, and postgraduate 
vork in public health, orthopedics, 
urgery, or psychology. Neatness, at- 
tractiveness, and a flair for putting 
people at their ease are essential char- 
icteristics for the job. Besides the 
blue-green winter uniform, the nurse 
is required to furnish her own brown 

turquoise linen suits with wide 
white pique collars for summer. This 
latter expense is not a hardship, how- 
ever, for her salary averages far more 
than if she were working in a general 
hospital. 

“The visiting nurse has a full day 
it Lockheed,” Davy says. “She checks 
in at 8 A.M. and receives a list of fif- 
teen or twenty patients to call on that 
lav.” 

These lists are compiled from ab- 
sentee reports sent in by timekeepers, 

by telephone reports direct to the 
nurses’ office. The patient’s name, ad- 
dress, clock number, department, and 
as much as is known of the extent and 
nature of his illness are on the list. 
Each group of names is made up into 
districts, for it is as important for a 
nurse to save tires, gasoline, and valu- 
able time as it is for any civilian. 

\fter plotting her course for the 
dav from a large wall map and a guide 
book, the nurse steps into a company 
car which she drives herself and starts 
tt. She averages fifty miles a day 
and may stop anywhere en route for a 
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forty-five minute luncheon. She usu- 
ally arrives back at the office around 
4:45 after calling in to ascertain 
whether or not an emergency call 
which she might cover has occurred 
in the meantime. 


“One of my girls drove herself right 
into a romance one day,” says Miss 
Davidson. “A routine visit to a pa- 
tient was followed by several more 
during his illness. Three months later, 
after the employee had returned to his 
job they were married.” 


At the patient’s home, the nurse in- 
terviews him or a member of the fam- 
ily. By tactful inquiry she finds out if 
the illness or injury is occupational, 
whether it occurred at the plant or as 
a result of work at the piant, or wheth- 
er it is non-occupational. She also 
finds out if adequate medical care is 
being provided, the name of the doc- 
tor, how much hospital or home nurs- 
ing care is required, and if the pa- 
tient carries insurance. The beauty of 
the Lockheed-Vega insurance plan is 
that an employee may have his own 
doctor and choose his preferred hos- 
pital, and also that the insurance cov- 
ers most of the expenses. The visiting 
nurse may also put out a small cash 
outlay, usually five or ten dollars, if 
the financial situation of the patient is 
acute. Funds for this purpose are pro- 
vided by the Employees’ Club. She 
may even take the patient to the hos- 
pital if no other means of transporta- 
tion is available. And, if he is recov- 
ering rapidly and yet is not able to re- 
turn to his strenuous job at the fac- 
tory, she may arrange lighter work 
for him at the plant until he is com- 
pletely well again. 

“Speaking of lighter work, there is 
a lot of banter among the women these 
days,” Miss Davidson says. “If a wom- 
an has a black dot on her badge, her

OFFICIAL RECOMMENDATION 

Several letters have come to the at- 
tention of A.A.I.N. that in some mid- 
western states employers are not giv- 
ing a leave of absence to industrial 
nurses who are joining the armed 
forces. The American Association of 
Industrial Nurses recommends to all 
employers that: “Staff nurses in in- 
dustry, who are eligible for military 
service and who may be replaced by 
a nurse not eligible for such duty, 
should be encouraged to enroll for 
service with the armed forces and 
should be granted military leave.”

ference in a lump sum on March 15? 
A. A 6 per cent interest penalty is im- 
posed where the taxpayer substantially 
underestimates his tax, the purpose of 
which is to induce the making of reason- 
ably accurate Declarations of Estimated 
Tax. However, a 20 per cent tolerance 
is allowed, which means that the interest 
penalty does not apply unless the 
amounts paid during the year were less 
than 80 per cent of the amount finally 
shown to be due. The interest is imposed 
on the underpayment below 80 per cent. 
Thus, if the final tax was $200 and the 
estimated tax paid during the year was 
$100, the taxpayer would be charged 6 


per cent interest or the amount by which 
the $100 estimated tax fell short of 80 
per cent of the $200 final tax. Eighty 


per cent of $200 is $160, and the 6 per 
cent penalty, therefore, would apply to 


the difference between such $160 and the 
$100 estimated tax. Hence the taxpayer 
would have to pay on March 15 the $100 
which was still owing, plus 6 per cent 
interest on $60 (the amount of under- 
payment below the 20 per cent tolerance) 
As a pract matter, the penalty can 
be avoided in most cases by the filing of 
a revised declaration December 15, when 
the income and deductions for the year 
can be estimated with substantial ac-
